‘$4 wisH to thank you for the shipment of the German 

Bibles . . . I gave the Bibles to three churches in 

my section, which is near Kassel, Germany. I 
wish you could have seen the ministers when I gave 
them the Bibles. One of them cried, he was so happy. 
They had not been able to get any Bibles in the last 
five years. I feel that this is perhaps the greatest effort 
which we have made toward a lasting peace. I do not 
think the people to whom those Bibles were given will 
want to fight us within the next thirty years.” 

So reads a letter from Chaplain Ralph L. Cannon 
acknowledging the receipt of some German Scriptures 
sent at his request. - 

The Society has been striving for several months to 
get supplies on the way to the people of the liberated 
areas in Europe and the Far East. Though as yet the 
results are but a small part of what must be done, the 
Scriptures have begun their resuscitating advance. 
Here are some of the issues of recent weeks. 


For Prisoners of War 


To the U. S. Theatre Chaplain in France have gone 
5,000 Bibles, 243,000 German Testaments and 59,400 
Gospels. Still to go are 57,000 more Testaments and 
210,000 Gospels. These are for German prisoners of 
war under American authority. Many will be in work 
parties; others detained in camps pending their siftings 
before return to civil life. When this shipment is com- 
pleted, an additional large quantity will be sent through 
the Theatre Chaplain to the French Army authorities 
for German prisoners of war under its control. 

To England, for German prisoners of war aided by 
the War Work of the Y.M.C.A., have been sent 50,000 
Testaments and 151,800 Gospels. 

In addition shipments are in process to eight Chap- 
lains in Germany to a total of 6,700 Testaments. Sim- 
ilarly to Italy are going 200 German Bibles, 2,000 
- Testaments and 5,000 German Gospels; and 500 
Italian Testaments and 1,500 Italian Gospels.

For France 

To the Bible Society of France have gone forward 
5,000 French Bibles, 20,000 Testaments and 150,000 
Gospels for distribution among several French Protes- 
tant agencies, and shortly another 2,000 Bibles, 20,000 
Testaments and 180,000 Gospels will be on the way to 
the office of the British and Foreign Bible Society in 
France for similar distribution. Further aid in reestab- 
lishing the Bible work in France has been given by the 
provision of 200,000 French francs by the American 
Bible Society. Shortly the 25,000 Bibles and 50,000 
Testaments, printed in Sweden by the British and 
American Societies, will be on the way to France. 
Other Scriptures have been supplied from the Geneva 
office.

For Holland, Norway, Italy, Greece 


To the Dutch Provisional Synod in Holland 100,000 
Dutch Gospels have been sent from New York, and the 
British Society is sending Bibles and Testaments from 
London. To Belgium 5,000 Testaments have gone from 
Switzerland and 1,200 Testaments and 1,500 Gospels 
from the United States. 

To Italy 500 Italian Bibles, 9,000 Testaments and 
104,400 Gospels have been transported by the aid of the

es searching for the source of the 
inspiration and ideas of America’s Found- 
ing Fathers, tell us that Jefferson, the Adamses, 
Franklin and Paine drew heavily on Plato and 
Aristotle, Blackstone, Hobbes and Locke and 
the writers of the French Enlightenment. 
What, then, did the plain people of the 
Colonies draw on? For the remarkable fact 
about our Revolution is that its intellectual 
leaders and the plain people—the rag, tag and 
bobtail troops who did the fighting—spoke 
the same basic language. Certainly the im- 
-mortal seventy who stood at Lexington were 
not inspired to make their stand by Plato and 
Blackstone and Locke. How did they get that 
way? The answer, I think, is as plain as, by 
most historians, it is ignored. The Book of the 
Colonists was the Bible. That was the source of 
their faith. It was the source of our freedom. 
From the Mayflower Compact to the Dec- 
laration of Independence the ideals which 
produced America were drawn and nurtured 
from the Scriptures. They were drawn from 
the Decalogue, the Ninety-first Psalm and the 
fifty-fifth chapter of Isaiah; from Amos, Hosea 
and Micah; from the Sermon on the Mount 
and the Lord’s Prayer; from the eleventh 
chapter of Hebrews and the thirteenth chapter 
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of First Corinthians. All these are not merely 
a part of the tradition and literature of Amer- 
ica. Insofar as America is a civilized society, 
these are America. We may be wiser than our 
fathers. If we are we can doubtless get along 
without the source of strength and vision on 
which our fathers drew. That, at any rate, 
seems to be what millions of us are doing. 

But one is inclined to wonder whether we 
really are that good. We have been smart 
enough to discover amazing things about our 
world and to contrive to release terrifying 
forces. A good many of us are appalled at 
what we have done and at the prospect that 
our achievements open. We are appalled be- 
cause of our uncertainty that we can remain 
the master of our handiwork and turn it to 
good account. 

If, now, America were to return to the Bible 
—the source-book of American freedom—we 
would no more find a blue-print for the tasks 
before us than our forbears did. But we might 
find, as they did, those basic and changeless 
values to which the plans we make must con- 
form. And beyond that, a return to the Bible 
might revive in us, as it released in them, a 
quality of faith and vision to match the op- 
portunities that confront us.

Enlarging Opportunities in Brazil 


The Societys Agency Secretary offers suggestions for 
implementing the Good Neighbor Policy with the Bible

HERE can be no doubt that there is taking place in 

present-day Brazil a rapid growth of interest in 

literature. All kinds of books written originally in 
English and French are being translated into Portu- 
guese. Some of these books are good and profitable; 
others are not so. What an opportunity contemporary 
Brazil presents as a field in which to launch a program 
designed to provide wholesome and edifying literature! 
We need literature that will inspire men to noble living 
and make for character. The Bible, with its message of 
salvation and service, of high-mindedness and self- 
sacrifice, has an outstanding place to fill in satisfying 
this constantly growing need. : 

Another visit to Brazil during the year by Dr. Frank 
G. Laubach has given renewed impulse to local interest 
in literacy. Here too, in this vitally important question 
of literacy, the place given to the Bible must be para- 
mount if abiding good is to result from the great literacy 
campaigns in progress and yet to be projected. Through 
these campaigns new doors are being opened to multi- 
tudes of illiterates, new understanding is made available 
to them and new tools are being placed in their hands. 
It is essential that we cooperate with all agencies of up- 
lift in Brazil, so that as these multitudes are being taught 
to read there may be placed at their disposal imme- 
diately a suitable Portion of God’s Word by means of 
which each may read for himself His message to the 
human soul. To this end the Bible Society is planning to 
publish the Gospel of John with syllabic division of 
words and in large, convenient type which will be easily 
legible. New readers will thus have available for their 
use not only good material for practice, but also edifying 
reading for spiritual culture. 

Growing church constituencies and the constantly 
increasing momentum of our own work also constitute 
enlarging opportunities which are a real and ever- 
present challenge. The memberships of the virile na- 
tional churches are growing year by year. With acces- 
sions to memberships come increased Scripture require- 
ments. The Bible Society, as the sole organization on 
the field equipped for this specialized task, must be 
ready to meet all these additional demands as well as 
the numerous new calls which necessarily come as a 
result of its own expansion. 

A mere glance at a map suffices to show how vast is 
the territory of Brazil. Regions within this great coun- 
try, however, that a few years ago seemed well-nigh 
inaccessible have, through circumstances contingent 
upon the war situation, been brought closer to our 
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thinking. This has certainly been the case with the 
valleys and adjacent regions of three important rivers, 
the Amazon, the Sao Francisco and the Doce. These 
great waterways are not only of paramount importance 
as a means of travel and traffic. Their valleys are being 
rapidly transformed for permanent use into immense re- 
gions producing basic raw materials. As would be ex- 
pected, new towns and villages are springing up in in- 
credible numbers to supply hosts of workers and their 
many needs. These developments are a call to action to 
the Bible Society. A new and extensive field is thus 
rapidly looming in sight which will tax our means to 
the utmost. 

The Brazilian ‘‘West”’ is another reality that must ~ 
immediately come in for its legitimate share of con- 
sideration as a field fast ripening for the Society’s 
service. Here also, new communities are rapidly devel- 
oping which are surely destined to be classed among the 
large Brazilian cities of the future. Thousands upon 
thousands of families are already peopling this vast 
western hinterland where the federal government is 
providing special facilities to encourage settlers. Here 
also, the Bible Society must be prepared to supervise 
large-scale distribution so as to reach these multitudes 
with the Bible directly in their new homes. 

The problem of immigration to Brazil in postwar 
years has already been raised in the public press, and is 
being studied seriously by the competent government 
authorities. While very naturally immigrants will be 
carefully selected, undoubtedly a country such as 
Brazil will attract large numbers of families from devas- 
tated Europe. These will also require careful following- 
up by the Bible Society to ensure their getting the Scrip- 
tures in their native tongues. 

Numerous are the opportunities for expanding our 
service to care for new demands. New work abounds in 
Brazil; and if only these opportunities can be grasped, 
the service of the Bible Society will be made to count for 
much permanent good. It is as the Society meets and 
satisfies new and urgent calls such as those which con- 
front us in Brazil that she proves her high worth and 
reflects the spirit which was present at her foundation. 
In the present Secretary’s ten years experience on the 
field it has been true that the Bible Society’s ability to 
extend her important work has been limited only by her 
inability to meet new opportunities. And new oppor- 
tunities are always actual needs! 

Next, as an item of immediate interest, are appended 
the types of Bible Society projects which specific con- 
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tributions would help accomplish in Brazil. A gift of 
$10, for example, would help provide Scriptures for a 
colporteur-evangelist’s work during three days. $50 
would help supply hundreds of Sunday-school children 
with Gospels and New Testaments at prices within 
their easy reach. $100 would help the Bible Society

provide Scriptures for the constantly increasing number 
of congregations that are being organized into new 
churches, at prices the people can pay. A contribution 
of $500 would easily cover the expense of one of numer- 
ous significant projects; such as providing Scriptures for 
any of the foreign colonial groups in Brazil; providing 
New Testaments and Gospels, with expenses, for a two- 
month colportage journey up any of the large rivers of 
Brazil. A gift of $750 would enable the Society to send 
a worker to distribute 500 Bibles and 1,000 New Testa- 
ments and 10,000 Gospels to any of the many unvisited 
regions in Brazil. A gift of $1,000 would cover the cost 
of distributing 1,400 Bibles or 4,200 Testaments in 
any part of Brazil. These opportunities which are of 
long standing have become definite responsibilities! 


A Notable “First’’ Bible 


HEN the English settlers first came to this country 
Withey were more concerned with their own souls and 
freedom of worship than with the souls of the inhabi- 
tants of the “stern and rockbound coast.” But not 
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many years after he reached Boston in 1631, John Eliot 
became deeply interested in the Indians around what is 
now Roxbury and began to learn their language. There 
was no Indian grammar or dictionary, nor did he know 
anything of the nature of Indian languages. However, 
by 1646 he was preaching to them in their own tongue 
and winning converts in many communities. The next 
step inevitably was to translate the Bible. To test out 
his translation, Eliot began with Genesis and Matthew, 
which were published in Cambridge, Mass., in 1655 at 
the expense of the first missionary society established in 
England—the Corporation for the Promoting and Pro- 
pagating of the Gospel of Jesus Christ among the In- 
dians of New England, which also financed his later 
work. The New Testament was printed in 1661 and the 
whole Bible in 1663. Jt was the first Bible translated and 
printed in a new language for purposes of evangelization and the 
first Bible printed in all the Americas. 

It has long been a regret of the American Bible So- 
ciety that its collection did not contain a copy of this 
first American Bible. Recently the Society was fortunate 
enough to secure a copy of the second edition of the 
Massachusetts Indian Bible, printed in Cambridge in 
1685; in fact not only one but two copies. One lacks 
92 leaves and the other has a few missing pages supplied 
in facsimile, but the two together contain the complete 
text of this famous and important American Bible—the 
first of a long series of Bibles, Testaments and parts of 
the Bible for unlettered peoples all over the world, in 
the production of which the Bible Societies have played 
so significant a part.

Practical Gratitude 


NAVAL OFFICER wrote the Society’s San Francisco 
A office late this summer these heartening words: 

‘During a recent voyage while transporting men toa 
certain war zone it was my privilege to conduct the 
Sunday worship services aboard ship each week, and 
also to conduct a series of Bible studies each night while 
these men were with us. At the close of one of these 
services an officer of comparatively high rank came to 
me requesting the loan of “a Bible containing the Old 
Testament as well as the New.’ I had already given 
five of the six Bibles you supplied to men who had need 
of them; and, having one left, I gave it to him. 

“Just before disembarking at his destination he gave 
me ten dollars; with the request that upon my next 
visit to the United States I purchase as many Bibles as 
this gift would make possible, in order that others might 
have them available in time of need.” 

Chaplain Emil T. Tonn, who is working with Ger- 
man prisoners of war in camp in this country, writes: 

‘““A check is on its way, through channels, to the 
office of your Society. It represents the voluntary con- 
tributions of some prisoners of war. Attendants at the 
Protestant services started it, and some others, upon 
hearing of it, also contributed. It is in the amount of

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The Mechanics of Translation

ost people probably imagine the work of the 
translator to be a comparatively simple one. 

They picture him as seated at his work-table 

with his open Bible, his notebooks and his pencils, and 
writing down the words and phrases as fast as his fingers 
can go. But the actual process is vastly more detailed 
and difficult, as an account of the revision of the Luvale

New Testament will show. The making of a first trans- 
lation has additional problems. 

I began with the former Luvale version before me, 
the Revised Version of the English Bible, my Greek 
Testament, lexicons, dictionaries, notebooks, and as 
many reference books as I could lay my hands on. 
Beginning at Matthew, I proceeded slowly through the 
New Testament, entering between the lines those alter- 
ations which seemed to be necessary to bring the work 
into harmony with the English text and the original, 
and with native idiom. This meant, of course, careful 
weighing of alternate renderings, frequent reference to 
other versions and constant consultation of the diction- 
aries and reference works. For the translator’s first 
problem is to ascertain as accurately as possible not 
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only what the Scripture says, but what it means. He is 
not transferring words and phrases but translating ideas 
and thoughts. Nothing can be passed or glossed over; 
he must decide something concerning even the most ob- 
scure passages in order that he may render the inspired 
writer’s thought. 

After some time the entire book was filled with pen- 
ciled notes. In order to supply my fellow missionaries 
with copies of the work for their examination and sug- 
gestions, the entire New Testament had to be typed, 
with multiple carbon copies, by myself. Suggestions 
from other workers were gone over, many of them in- 
corporated in the new text. 

As there are slight differences between the idiom 
spoken at the two ends of the Luvale field, it was thought 
wise to compare comments from both localities. I 
therefore journeyed two hundred miles south (a bicycle 
trip of about five days, plus another five days to recov- 
er!) where I had the advantage of the help of-a Luvale 
Christian man of exceptional analytical ability in his 
own language, and one well taught in the things of God. 
We began with Romans, working our way carefully 
through that Book phrase by phrase; then back to 
Matthew and on through Acts. Then I cycled back to 
my Own station, went carefully over the same ground 
with natives there, and so on through the rest of the 
New Testament. 

This step of the work is of the greatest importance. 
The missionary never acquires the native language so 
as to be as much at home in it as in his own. The differ- 
ence in culture between himself and the African imposes 
a certain gulf which, with the best of intentions on 
both sides, is never quite bridged. The European simply 
cannot live as the native does and be with him all the 
time. So he can only be certain that the language of 
his text is correct if he checks it carefully with native 
helpers. 

And here he finds one of the pitfalls. For in checking 
the text the translator must endeavor to be sure, not 
only that the words are correct grammatically, but 
that they convey the idea he has in mind. This differ- 
ence in manner of thought and idiom may result in the 
native helper’s passing the words as correct, while they 
mean to him quite a different thing from that which 
is in the translator’s mind. 

Then the work must be checked for uniformity. 
One’s aim is to render a word in the original by the 
same word in the language into which one is trans- 
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lating, in all its occurrences—so far as that may be 
possible. Word after word must be painstakingly traced 
through the Book with the aid of a concordance. Some- 
times it is not possible to render a word in the same way 
in all places; then one aims to cut the variations down 
to the absolute minimum. Determining the best ren- 
dering for a word, which will most accurately cover the 
majority of its occurrences, may take days of careful 
thought and study. In the Gospels parallel passages 
and phrases must also be checked carefully. This phase 
of the work takes many weeks of hard, grinding and 
sometimes discouraging work; discouraging, because 
endless detail is involved—the finished task seems at 
times very far away. Sometimes a tentative rendering 
will be found to be not so good as another which may 
come to one’s attention later, and then the whole list 
for that word must be re-checked and altered. 

Finally, after many weary months, the text is ready; 
but the working copy is badly worn, full of notes, and a 
general mess! It must now be re-typed for the printer 
in careful order, with footnotes and marginal references; 
and all the translational helps and references must be 
translated into English and set in order for examination 
by the Bible Society’s Committee on Versions. Then all 
this typed matter must be checked over to see that all 
chapter and verse numbers are correct, and it must be 
carefully read for typing errors—several times if pos- 
sible. 

After this the translator must be ready to answer the 
questions of the Bible Society and possibly to make 
further changes. After a lull while the copy is being set 
in type come arduous hours of reading the proof several 
times over. And all the time there has been a vast 
amount of correspondence with fellow missionaries and 
with the Bible Society, all a definite part of the work. 

After it is all over, the translator is far from satisfied. 
Questions will continue to arise in his mind. Has he 
used the best word in this place? Has he quite captured 
the thought in that one? Is everything just as it should 
be? Use of the book will tell, and may bring to light 
things which will need to be altered in a future edition. 
And so he commits the work to God and starts all over 
again, preparing a first draft of some other portion of 
the Scripture.

American Office of War Information. These went to the 
office of the British Bible Society in Piazza Venezia, 
Rome. Several hundred Bibles and Testaments have 
gone to American chaplains and service men who re- 
quested them for civilians whom they were befriending. 
Some 3,500 Bibles and 5,000 Testaments will also go to 
Rome from our Geneva office. 

To Norway, also thanks to the Office of War In- 
formation, 3,000 Norwegian Bibles, 15,000 Testaments 
and 75,000 Gospels have been carried as a gift to the 
Norwegian Bible Society. 
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To Greece some shipments are en route from Switzer- 
land, and from New York, 100,000 Greek Gospels are 
being sent to Archbishop Damaskinos, the Regent of 
Greece, as a gift. Additional quantities and assorted 
Scriptures in other languages have gone to Mr. Kladis, 
the Secretary in Athens. These Scriptures have been 
shipped by the kind help of Mr. Manuel Kulukundis. 


For Russians 


There is a very large body of Russian workers in 
Paris, France, in process of repatriation. To them and to 
other Russians in Germany the Society has shipped 
7,375 Russian Testaments and 43,300 Gospels through 
the Y.M.C.A. and American chaplains. 

To some American chaplains in Germany have been 
sent for civilian use 900 German Bibles, 1,400 Testa- 
ments and 4,200 Gospels. Shipments of 312 German 
Bibles and 1,600 Testaments are in process. 

The major task of civilian supply in Germany is yet 
to come. There are now in process of production in the 
United States 200,000 German Bibles and over 400,- 
000 ‘Testaments beyond those referred to above. This is 
less than one-fifth of the number estimated to be neces- 
sary. There are some 25,000 German Bibles and 70,000 
Testaments being printed in Switzerland. In Germany 
the principal Bible press is largely undamaged but will 
run out of paper in November unless supplies can be 
secured from outside Germany. 


For the Philippines 


To the Philippines have been shipped, through the 
courtesy of the Army and the Navy, 125,000 Gospels 
in four of the principal Philippine languages, Tagalog, 
Ilocano, Cebuan and Panayan. The printing of Testa- 
ments and Bibles awaits the arrival of the plates from 
Manila. 


For China 


To China no shipments can yet be made but more 
than 2,000 Testaments have been sent to chaplains. 
Two hundred thousand Chinese Testaments are on the 
press and an order has been given for printing 100,000 
Chinese Bibles to be ready in March. ‘These should give 
the China Bible House a good start in its large task in 
the newly united country. 


For Japan 

To Japan no shipments have yet gone but over 2,200 
Testaments and as many Gospels have gone to Amer- 
ican chaplains for prisoners of war and for civilians. 
Quite a number have been sent to Okinawa. 

For the Netherlands East Indies and for Holland 
more than 200,000 Gospels are now ready. The ending 
of paper rationing is making the production of larger 
quantities possible. With the new responsibilities Amer- 
ica must now carry, American Christians must help to 
see that the Book on which rests all that is good in their 
civilization, is made available to help a prostrate 
world.

N thinking of ““MARCHING ORDERS FOR A 
i NEW DAY” —the theme of this year’s Worldwide 
Bible Reading—it is impossible to overlook the 
importance to the World of regular Bible Reading on 
the part of children and young people.

The Bible and the Atomic Bomb 


The following paragraphs appear in the Bible Sunday Brochure 
which was prepared and sent out before the announcement of the 
atomic bomb:— 


Dynamite 

The late Professor William Lyon Phelps of Yale said that the Bible “. . . 
ought to have written on the cover, ‘Highly Explosive. Handle with Care.’ It 
is the book which by the dynamite of its message has lifted empires off their 
hinges and turned the course of human events. It has put down the mighty 
from their seats and hath exalted them of low degree.” 

Recently, Dr. Visser t Hooft, Secretary of the World Council of Churches, 
told an impressive audience that the peoples of Europe had rediscovered the 
Bible. “It is ironic,” he said, “that the Nazi régime has by its persecution 
done the cause of religion a service.”’ Said Visser t’Hooft, “The people 
thought that since the Nazis attacked the Bible so vigorously, it must contain 
some dynamite; and they began again to open its pages to find that dynamite 
—and they found it!” 

Science has placed untold power at our disposal. This power can be used 
to destroy—it can be used to create. During these war years we have found 
it necessary to use this power to destroy a dangerous and evil philosophy of 
life. The time is now at hand to use the creative power not only of science 
but also the Book of Life to rebuild and restore. 


Since the advent of this spine-chilling invention, these words 
would seem to be more than prophetic, for modern man has at last 
maneuvered himself into the position where he must either return to 
the “good Book” or return to the good earth! The word of God, 
with the untold spiritual energy contained between its pages, must 
be released into our unstable world so that the fragments of its truth 
fly apart in all directions. But instead of being devastated by zts rays 
and power, mankind can be healed and reunited. 


MacArthur calls for “Spiritual Recrudescence”

You all 
have Bibles now, and you know where to find the 
stories I’ve told,” the teacher said consolingly, though 
she too was sad at the thought of only one week more of 
telling those immortal stories to Japanese-American 
boys and girls about to leave their barrack homes on a 
semi-desert hilltop, some of them bound for hostile 
communities. Thirty-five trustful faces had turned up 
to those stories about the love and justice of God every 
morning—“‘‘as the sunflowers of this aD turn to the 
sun,’ she had often thought. 

They had looked each story up eagerly, after it had 
been told, in Bibles from a carton opened the first day 
in the barrack schoolroom and distributed to all who 
didn’t already have them. They had read aloud a sim- 
ple graphic verse or two from each. They had memor- 
ized some classic and beautiful passages.

“Sure, tell it today,” urged Yutaka, another boy. 

There wasn’t time, the teacher insisted. 

“Well, then, tell me where it is and [’ll read it my- 
self. I can’t wait till tomorrow,” said resourceful Kenji, 
opening his Bible. ‘‘It’s in Judges, isn’t it? What chap- 
ter—the fifteenth? The sixteenth?” 

“Teacher” was afraid that the stories about Joshua, 
Gideon, Samson, Saul and David were more to these 
boys’ tastes than the ones about the gentler Jesus—that 
they wouldn’t understand that He who came to save 
and heal men’s lives was braver and stronger than they 
who destroyed them. She had told a story from the Old 
Testament and one from the New each day. One day 
she had omitted the New Testament story. 

“You didn’t tell us a Jesus story today,”’ one boy pro- 
tested. 

““Yah, how come you didn’t tell us a Jesus story to- 
day? Tell us one before we go!” 

“Sure! Tell us a Jesus story too!”,—The peremptory 
demand was unanimous among the boys. 

The last morning they crowded around her desk in 
excitement.

In his 
eagerness intelligent Hiroshi stammered. He went on,

Every morning for eight weeks they had come trudg- 
ing through the thick sand from every direction, little 
bronze girls in gay, crisp, spotless dresses; little bronze 
boys in sweat shirts and overalls—all carrying Bibles. 
No matter how early the teachers came, they found 
many children standing by the doors or sitting on the 
steps of the barracks where the classes met, holding 
their precious Bibles carefully.

from your home and wife and children to enforced 

labor in Germany. Imagine your despair, your 
sense of hopelessness and futility. Would you ever see 
those loved ones again? 

But somehow a little Gospel of John in your own 
language finds its way into your possession there—you 
don’t know how. And you read the familiar messages 
of comfort and encouragement as though you were 
reading them for the first time. 

The despair vanishes; a new strength and will to go 
on wells up in you. For the great Master of life has 
spoken to you directly from the pages of His Word.

Or suppose you have been a Nazi youth, bred in the 
vicious doctrines of Nazi invincibility and German 
superiority. But your armies had been crushed and 
your country had been overrun, and all those high- 
sounding boasts of your great Fuehrer had proven emp- 
ty babblings. Your world had crashed around you and 
nothing but a hollow vacuum remained. 

Somebody gave you a book in German to read during 
your idle hours in the prison camp. It was a New Testa- 
ment—something you’d never seen before, something 
you’d never have paid any attention to a few months 
ago. You read from idle curiosity at first, but then with 
an awakened interest. This Jesus Christ did speak ‘‘as 
one having authority.’’ You must know more about this 
Kingdom of God of which he spoke! Perhaps it has 
something to do with the here and now.... 


Suppose you were a Chinese student. Your university 
had been compelled to trek hundreds of miles into the 
interior to escape the Japanese. Life was nothing but a 
hand-to-mouth, day-to-day struggle. And what was it 
all for? 

One of those American missionaries happened to be 
going your way. He could have gone home when the 
trouble started, but he had chosen to stay on. You 
couldn’t understand why. You fell into casual conversa- 
tion with him; and the upshot of it was, he loaned you 
his Bible because it contained, so he said, the explana- 
tion of his foolishness in remaining to face hardship, 
perhaps death. He pointed out some passages; and 
when you had finished them and had eagerly read more 
and more, you realized you must have a copy of this 
Book for your very own. It showed you a Way that 
HACE SENSE. 0 .. 


Again, suppose you had been an American soldier 
with your battalion when it was cut off in an attack 
against Nazi positions. For a week you were forced to 
hide out in a fox-hole before you and a buddy were 
able to work your way back to the American lines. Your 
food gave out on the first day. From then on there was 
only the drifting snow, which provided drink, and the 
comforting assurances of a little book which you and 
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your buddy took turns in reading. It was a New Testa- 
ment your Chaplain had given you. ““This book brought 
us through,” you had said simply, when they asked you 
about your experience. 

And finally, suppose you were a U. S. Marine 
wounded in an engagement on one of those remote 
Pacific Islands with unpronounceable names, and in- 
habitants you called ‘‘fuzzy-wuzzies.” But two of those 
fuzzy-wuzzies at the risk of their own lives had picked 
you up on a litter and carried you as gently as a baby to 
a dressing station. They talked English to you, and one 
of them showed you his battered but beloved Bible—and 
told you about the Christ he had been taught to love, 
many years ago, by a missionary countryman of yours. 

And when you were well enough to move around 
again, the first thing you did was to send $10 to the 
American Bible Society, so that it could continue to 
send Scriptures to these people who had helped to save 
your life. 

Each one of these stories is a reality except for the 
supposition that you were this man. These realities are 
taking place all over the world as the Bible speaks to 
men of all countries and of all tongues.

other hand the needs of civilians in devastated areas is 
greater than we had anticipated. These countries are 
now open to Scripture distribution and we have been 
able to appraise the needs in these countries more 
accurately. 

The demands for Scriptures for prisoners of war is 
greater than we had anticipated and is reflected in the 
figures below.

Change in Use of 
V-Mail Form 


The micro-filming of V-Mail, as 
such, will be discontinued November 1, 
but V-Mail will thereafter be flown as 
Air Mail on the journey overseas to all 
members of the armed forces. This 
means that V-Mail will be the only mail 
traveling by air for three cents, and that 
its nearest competitor, Air-Mail, will 
still cost twice as much. 

So, although the V-Mail forms car- 
rying the Worldwide Bible Reading 
passages will be used in a different way 
than originally planned, they will still 


be used. Their value is enhanced be- 
cause the outstanding objection to the 
original V-Mail was the miniature pho- 
tographic print.

Tue War has taken its toll of blindness, 
both on the battle front and through accidents 
in war factories. On appeal from the American 
Red Cross, the Society has supplied the Naval 
Hospital at Philadelphia with the whole Bible 
in Braille. The Dibble General Hospital in 
Menlo Park, California, was also supplied with 
Braille Scripture volumes. 


The Society continues to offer all of its 
embossed volumes of the Bible, including 
Braille, New York Point and Moon, and also 
the Talking Book records, at the special price 
of 25 cents each, plus postage, which is only a 


fraction of the cost. The difference between the 
cost of production and this special price is met 
through contributions to the Society’s Blind 
Fund. Portions of the Bible are available in 
many foreign languages for the Blind. 


During its 110 years of service to the sight- 
less, the Society has distributed at home and 
abroad over 188,400 volumes.
